20 hours of questioning before the com- 
mission. She was _accomB*nled by her 
lawyer and the Secret Service agents 
who have been her constant companions 
since Oswald was arrested a few hours 
after Kennedy was shot in Dallas Nov.

The commission is charged with eval- 
uating evidence submitted by the FBI 
and other police agencies indicating that 
the 24-year-old ex-Marine was the "lone 
and unaided assassin" of President Ken- 
nedy, and allegedly fired three shots at 
the Presidential motorcade from the 
sixth floor of the Texas Book Depository 
where he was employed. Following Its 
investigation, which probably will lest 
several more months, the seven -member 
panel is to "report Its findings and con- 
clusions" to the public. Warren's' lUte- 
ment after the second day of Marina Os- 
wald’s testimony, however, Indicates 
that certain of the commission's findings 
may be withheld If they concern mat- 
ters of national security. Asked by re- 
porters when the testimony would be 
made public, Warren sakl: 

"Yes. there will come a time (when 
It Is released). But It might not be in 
your lifetime. I am not referring to any-* 
thing especially, but there may be some 
things that would Involve security. This 
would be preserved but not made public."
